Pears like we've been an awful while 
getting from Br'er Bibo’s hospitable home 
at Old Cubero down to the railroad at 
Cubero.

the lone section-house at about 7:30 p. m., 


and lighted down in placid composure. 
Antonio was to wait for our train, to get 
some wool sacks. We marched into the 
section-house and sat down in the dining- 
room to wait for our train, which was to 
arrive at 10:30. The lady who presided 
oyer the house had a very familiar look to 
me. So did her big, black-bearded husband 
and her bright-faced bey. I did not identify 
them, however, and soon sauntered down the 
slope to De Armand’s little dobe store for a 
chat with the etor.

I jumped into the kitchen, caught the 
little section-woman a hug that must have 
astonished her ribs, and kissed her athletie- 
ally. She looked as though it would be 
ulte natural to see the house walk down 
the track, next. Bless her soul, I had — 
reasoned out where that motherly little face 
belonged. It was Mrs. Bryan Keily, to 
whose little box-car section-house at 
barren Hualapai a wayworn traveler 
of my intimate r came with a 
broken arm about 10 days less than two 
ears ago. If he ever torgets the warm 
rt that cared for him there, 1 hope he 
may never take another step. 

I felt ashamed of myself for not sooner 
recogniztug her, but was unprepared to find 
her several hundred miles from where she 
belongs in my memory. She was still look- 
ing at me with a suspicion of tears in her 
me. 1 asked 

what she had done with the dogs 
once going to eat up a stranger's 
dogsby the name of Shadow.

WHERE WAS THE BLAME? 


Investigating a Railway Disaster—A 
Drunken Engineer. 

CLEVELAND (O.), Jan. 7.—[By the West- 
ern Associated Press.] The inquest into 
the cause of the Baltimore and Ohio wreck 
at Republic, O., was begun at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon, at Tiffin. A special to the Leader 
says that the City Hall, where the inquest 
is being held, was crowded. The first wit- 
ness examined was L. F. Fletcher, con- 
ductor of the freight train. He said: “Ed 
Kiler was engineer of the freight, and W. J. 
Cullison fireman. We ran from Tiffin to 
Seneca siding, about three and a half miles 
from here, and sidetracked for the eastern 
express. After this train „ we had 
45 minutes in which to make the Republic 
siding. We left this place with 140 nds 
of steam. After getting two miles, I no- 
ticed that the train was slacking. I went 
forward over the cars, 18 in number, to the 
engine to see what was wrong. I found that 
the steam had run down to 40 pounds. 
opened the door of the furnace and looked 
at the fire. I then looked at my watch and 
saw that we had but 4 minutes until No. 6 
the west bound express, was due. I took 
red and white lamps and ran ahead to flag 
her. I got about 100 yards in the curve and 
signaled to stop. As the express 
I noticed that the engineer had reversed his 
engine. In the mean time the freight had 
come to a stand and the engineer had shut 
off steam, and jumped off when the collision 
occurred. The engineer had been drinking. 
I saw him take two drinks of whisky at 
Bloomdale and two at Fostoria. When I 
saw we had but 4 minutes to make the sid- 
ing at Republic, the engineer did not seem 
to realize the danger.“ 

W. J. Cullison, fireman on the freight, 
was next called. He said: “He had trouble 
in keeping up the fire. We had 140 pounds 
of steam when we left Seneca siding. The 
train ran for or five miles when the steam 
was down to 60 pounds, Wewere then go- 
ing about three miles per hour. The con- 
ductor came in and looked at the fire and 
said it was all right. When the conductor 
went ahead to . and saw the express 
coming, he yelled back for us to jump.” 

Charles Snider, of Columbus, O., was 
front brakeman on the freight. He said: 
‘I was in the cab of the engine and noticed 
that they had but one gauge of water when 
they should of had at least three. I was go- 
ing ahead to flag, but the conductor grabbed 
the lantern and went. I knew nothing 
about either conductor or engineer drink-
